Debt Situation 

Dividing the debt situation as it ex- 
ists today into the , three clas^, war 
debts, speculative debts, and govern- 
ment debts, the gueat spjeaker pro- 
ceeded to eliminate the first two di- 
visions as being already on the way 
to correction or as being outside of the 
realm of Cont^dian. Jurisdiotipn and 
confined his attention to government 
debts. 

In regard to the latter it was point- 

cd out that much could be said and 

done to advantage. Primarily it Is 

necessary tb balance the budge|t and 
' thus restore confidence both at home 

and abroad. These debts were, for the 

most part,,; cçeated because of govem- 

msiit pturtloipatlon in' busiiiess and edu- 
cation both of which could, in the 
.' speaker's opinion, haye been supervised 
. 1 by the ! government rather than' oper- 
ated; by it. to the greater advantage 

of the taxpayers. Income tax was 

bh'essed as being one of the most fair 

and eoslly collected taxes and there- 

fcre should be mode to form the basis 

cf .govemnjent revenues.

Ottawa Conference 
Considered Failure 
In Confining Trade 

International Commerce Re- 
stricted By Imperial 
Treaties 

RESULTS OUTLINED 

Boxer Aud Scliafhauscn Ad- 
dress Political Economy 
Club Meeting 

That th2 Ottawa Conference of 1932 
was a failure In that It raised tariffs, 
did not treat the Unitëd Khigdom fabr- 
ly,and .spoiled, if not ruined, BritaUi's 
httématlonal trade. Avith, se veraLEuro- 
pean and Sotith . American counmes, 
was shown at the hieetlng or tho Po- 
litical Economy Club held in the Smok- 
ing Room of tho Arts Bulldtag last 
night, at which M. Boxer and H. 
Schafhausen delivered papers. 

The fh-sb speaker. Boxer, outlhied 
the background, purpose, arid agree- 
ments of the Imperial Conference, 
showing that the idea of Empire pref- 
erence Is by no means new, and that 
the agreements arrived at Vere entire- 
ly different from the alms of the con- 
clave. 

Puiposes of Conference 

The purposes of the conference as he 
outlined them were to seek a solution 
to the problems of reparations, the 
crisis, bankruptciels, unemployment, and 
the possible return, of vprosperlty. In 
1930, international commerce was down 
40 per cent; every country waa inter- 
nally and externally, troubled; a rem- 
edy' wasj -'needed, and tiie conference 
was to find that remedy. 

■Whereaa the alms of tlie conclave 
shoul^, have; been lower tarllfs, break 
trade barriers sthnulate world trade, and, 
destroy economic nationalism,' tho ex- 
act opposite ' was ' accomplished, tlie 
speaker stated. ."Tariffs are now high- 
er, the Brltlsli Empire is one large 
trade union, international trade,is.suf-

Education, if rightly used, can not
